A losing 
fight is hard to maintain, which prob- 
ably accounted for his air of dejection 
on Wednesday. 

An interesting feature of Wednes- 
day’s meeting was the presence of 4 
number of ladies, delegates from the 
W.C. T. U., who propounded to the 
candidates these questions: 

1. Will you support protibition for 
the Dominion } 

2. Will you support resolutions 11 
the Assembly in favor of Dominion 
prohibition, which would strengthen 
the hands of parliameiit ? 

3. Will you support Prohibition for 
the Territories alone ? 

Mr. Annable answered “ yes 
each question, without explanation, ex- 
cepting that it wou'd be useless for 
him to say “no,” as the hotel-keepers 
would vote agxinst him anyhow. 

To No. I Mr. Ross answered “ yes,” 
He believed the Dominion had machin- 
ery and power, if the Government was 
so minded, to enforce such a law. 

To No. 2 he answered, “I will not.” 
He said circumstances forced the 
Territories to have a license law, This 
fact would make it inconsistent and 
useless for the Assembly to resolute on 
the line proposed. 

To No 3 he answered, “ Decidedly 
not,” fully explaining his reasons and 
bis position on the question, as he ex- 
plained the latter at the first meeting, 
—end even more fully. Hesaid, “I 
do not believe a Prohibition law, if 
the duty of enforcement devolved upon 
Territorial forces, would restrain the 
sale of liquor as the license law does. 
Believing as I do, xs « temperance man 
—and I claim to be as good a temper- 
ance roan as there isin this hall to-day 
—I cannot vote for a law of that 
kind, and as an honest man I cannot 
promise that I will support such a 
measure.”

In the waters of the Pacific at least three 

kinds of swordfishes can ve seen—Xiphius 
gladius, Tetrapiurus albidus, and Histop- 
phorus gladius. The two former have been 
observed by the writer. The fish engaged 
inthe battle described were of the kind 
firstn med. itis the ordinary swordfish 
found on both sides of the Atlantic, in 
| Appearance trim and shipshape—a verit- 
; able privateer, It isa piraticsl c usin of 
the mackerel. The striking feature is 
the sword, which is a continuation of the 
upper jaw into a sharp, bony sword. The 
jaws are toothless, the lower one being 
hard or horny. Theeyes are large and 
prominent, the tail sickle-shaped and 
powerful and the whole appearance of tne 
fish denotes speed and activity. It attains 
a length of from five to nine feet, and, 
when working at full speed, can pierce any 
ship with wooden hull sheathed with 
copper. Many remarkable instances of 
thia are known, and there is hardly a week 
in the year but something of the kind is 
recorded by shipping agents. 
One of the rmost remarkable cases on 
jrecord is thatof the ship Dreadnaught. 
| One day, at sea, the crew telta sudden 
shock, and soon after that the ship sprang 
a leak and was obliged to put into port.
